WASHINGTON (IP) — Or­ 
chestra leader Xav ier Cu gat 
told congressional p robers to­ 
day he receiv ed adv ance help 
as a contestant on “The $6 4,- 
000 Challenge’’ TV q u iz p ro­ 
gram. 
Cu gat was the leadoff witness at 
today ’s session of Hou se su bcom­ 
mittee hearings which hav e ex 
p osed rigging of once top -rated 
q u iz p rograms. 
He said he ap p eared on the p ro 
gram starting in Ju ne 19 58 for 
p u blicity p u rp oses, bu t “nobody 
told me in adv ance that I was go 
ing to win any p articu lar amou nt 
of money or that I was going to 
win at all.” 
Won $16 ,000 
He actu ally won $16 ,000, he said. 
“I know I broke no law,” he 
said. “I know I intended no inju ry 
to any p erson. I know that as an 
entertainer I am called u p on all 
the time to make-believ e, to help 
make a good show. 
“I su p p ose the 
p rodu cers of 
‘The $6 4,000 Challenge’ also wanted 
to make a better show, and so 
they made-believ e, too.” 
Cu gat said his p u blicity agent 
thou ght it wou ld be a good idea 
to get him on a q u iz show abou t 
the time his orchestra was op ening 
a New York engagement. 
Cu gat wanted q u esUons on Latin- 
American mu sic or art, bu t his 
categ o ry turned ou t to be p op u lar 
mu sic. Cu gat said he p rotested to 
his p u blicity man, and was told 
“not to worry abou t a thing.”

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (IP)—Ano ther heated debate 
lo o med in the TJ.N. to day as a parade o f Asian and African 
deleg ates lined up to pro test France’s plans to ex plo de her 
first ato mic bo mb in the Sahara Desert. 
Ahmed Taibi Benhima o f Mo ro cco was to beg in the de­ 
bate in the 8 2 -natio n Po litical Co mmittee this afterno o n. It 
was his g o v ernment which 
pro po sed that the U.S. g o o n 
reco rd o ppo sing the French 
nuclear test, ex pected to take 
place so o n. 
Benhima was ex p ected to con 
tend that the Sahara is not a no 
man’s land and that no nation has 
the right to contaminate the area 
with nu clear blasts. 
France’s v eteran disarmament 
ex pert, Jules Modi, was ex p ected 
to reply that his gov ernment wou ld 
ig no re any U.N. resolu tion op p osing 
its test plans. Moch rep ortedly was 
ready with a scientific rep ort show­ 
ing that the p lanned French test 
wo uld no t cause dang er o f radio ­ 


activ e contamination to any seriou s 
degree. 
Au thoritativ e sou rces said the 
French bomb has been ready for 
months bu t the tests had been de­ 
lay ed becau se the desert ex p eri­ 
mental station was not ready . 


These sou rces said the French 
bomb has less ex p losiv e force than 
100,000 tons of TNT bu t more than 
the American A-bombs drop p ed on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki in 19 45.

were 
the 
eq u iv alent of ap p rox imately 20,000 
tons of TNT; Hy drogen bombs test­ 
ed by the United States, the Sov iet 
Union and Britain hav e been in 
the millio n.to n class.

Voters today elect two gov ernors, legislators in fiv e 
states and hu ndreds of may ors. None of the contests was 
fou ght on national issu es, bu t p oliticians hop e to sp ot trends 
for the 19 6 0 p residential y ear. 
The two liv eliest contests were for gov ernor of Kentu cky 
and may or of Philadelp hia. In the latter battle, onetime Re­ 
p u blican wonderboy Harold 
E. Stassen is making what 
cou ld be his final bid for elec­ 
tiv e office. He is ex p ected to 
lose to incu mbent Democrat 
Richardson Dilworth. 
In Kentu cky , Democrat Bert T. 
Combs is ru nning against Rep u b­ 
lican John M. Robison Jr., a for­ 
mer congressman. Combs is fa­ 
v ored, bu t an intrap arty sq u abble 
with retiring Gov ernor A. B. (Hap ­ 
p y ) Chandler may make it a close 
race. 
No Contest 
Mississip p i also elects a gov er­ 
nor, bu t segregationist lawy er Ross 
Barnett is u nop p osed. He won the 
ru n-off p rimary in Au gu st. 
State legislators are being chosen 
in New Jersey , New York, Ken­ 
tu cky , Virginia and Mississip p i. 
Only ll v acancies are being filled 
in New York. 
May ors are being elected in Bos­ 
ton, 
Clev eland, 
Pittsbu rgh, 
San 
Francisco, 
Salt Lake City and 
many smaller cities. 
Seek Rev ersal 
In Indiana 108 mu nicip al elec­ 
tions are being held. Democrats 
won 72 of 104 city elections in 
19 55 and the Rep u blicans are ou t 
to rev erse this trend. 
Stassen reached his highest elec­ 


tiv e office as the y ou thfu l gov er­ 
nor of Minnesota. He made sev ­ 
eral tries to win the Rep u blican 
p residential nominaUon bu t nev er 
came close. 
In 19 58 he ran as a candidate in 
the Rep u blican p rimary for gov ­ 
ernor of Pennsy lv ania, and lost 
the nomination to an obscu re p ret­ 
zel manu factu rer.

DETROIT UP) — American Motors 
today annou nced p lans to boost 
body p rodu ction 35 p er cent within 
the nex t sev en months by leasing 
and conv erting the Simmons Steel 
Fu rnitu re p lant in Kenosha, Wis., 
to car body bu ilding. 
Kenosha, ju st sou th of Milwau ­ 
kee, is the home of American 
Motors au to activ ities. 
George Romney , 
p resident of 
American Motors, said the conv er­ 
sion will lop a y ear off his ex p an­ 
sion timetable. “We are not deferr­ 
ing new bu ilding p lans,” he de­ 
clared, “bu t we can’t wait for 
them.” 
American will 
lease the two 
million sq u are foot bu ilding from 
the Kenosha Harbor Dev elop ment 
Corp ., which recently p u rchased 
the factory from the Simmons Co. 
Romney said the p roject will cost 
$14,500,000 and will boost daily 
body p rodu ction from 1,9 00 to more 
than 2,500.

Sees No Drop 
The attorney said steel ou tp u t 
this y ear will come close to the 
figu res of 1958 when there was no 
strike, “ev en if the strike shou ld 
go on for the rest of the y ear, and 
we hop e and p ray it won’t." 
Goldberg 
said 
the 
nonstru ck 
steel comp anies p lu s Kaiser Steel 
Co., with which the u nion has 
reached a contract, hav e a cap a­ 
city of abou t 25 million tons of 
steel annu ally . 
Ju stice William O. Dou glas broke 
in to ask the relev ancy of the 
figu res. 
Qu estion of Need 
They relate, Goldberg rep lied, to 
the q u estion whether the nation has 
enou gh steel to meet defense needs. 
The Taft-Hartley law p rov ides 
for an inju nction in case of health 
or national emergency . 
Ju stice Felix Frankfu rter got in 
the second q u estion. 
He asked 
whether the fact steel p rodu ction 
will ap p rox imate 85 million tons 
this y ear, ev en if the strike is not 
settled, is attribu table to techno­ 
logical imp rov ements and p lant 
additions. 
“They are a su bstantial factor,” 
Goldberg rep lied. 
Regained Cap acity 
With the settlement with Kaiser, 
Goldberg told the cou rt, nonstru ck 
steel p rodu cers hav e more than 
17 p er cent of the entire indu stry ’s 
cap acity . 
Ju stice John M. Harlan asked 
if there is any likelihood the strike 
will sp read to the comp anies, other 
than Kaiser, still making steel. 
Goldberg had said these accou nt 
for abou t 15 p er cent of the na­ 
tion’s p rodu ction. 
Goldberg answered that he does 
not believ e there is any chance 
these comp anies will be inv olv ed 
becau se most of them hav e agree­ 
ments p rov iding that the settle­ 
ment reached in the nationwide 
disp u te will ap p ly to them. 
Mentions Ike 
Goldberg emp hasized rep eatedly 
that President Eisenhower in his 
orders and statements directing 
that the Taft-Hartley p roceedings 
be inv oked, only gav e an op inion 
—not a finding of fact as lawy ers 
u nderstood it—that 
the

health and safety wou ld be imp er-

She said he followed this rou tine 
almost nightly .

Mrs, Gironda said her hu sband 
was emp loy ed in the Dep artment 
of Water in Chicago and was a 
p artner in an au to agency .

said Gironda was ar­ 
rested fiv e times since 19 38 for 
p u rse snatching, robbery , street 
fighting and ex tortion.

-Lio n o f the blo o d . This p rev ents the 
blo o d fro m carry ing a no rmal o x y ­ 
gen lo ad . As a resu lt, the animal 
su ffers fro m internal su ffo catio n. 
, Dr. Dees su ggests that farm ers 
who think their fo rage may hav e 
♦a d angero u sly high nitrate co ntent 
can hav e chemical analy ses mad e 
o n hay , silage and p astu re p lants 
Su ch an analy sis ind icates ho w to x ­ 
ic the fo rage may be. 
He ad d s that su ch a test may also 
be reco mmend ed as a p rev entiv e 
p ractice, since the ap p licatio n o f 
large amo u nts o f nitro gen ferti 
lizer, esp ecially to land p rep ared 
fo r gro wing co m, is no w a wid e 
sp read p ractice.

Looking s t this y ear's m ajor

sad the recently settled m eatp ack­ 
ing —and the threatening walkou ts 
in alu minu m and on the railroads, 
the F irst National City Bank of 
New York sees the sam e thread 
ru nning throu gh most of them.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—There is now a serious de­ 
bate raging in the Pentagon ov er whether it is possible to 
“ defend” American cities and factories. 
Some leading Defense Department strategists contend 
that “ defense” is no longer practical. They see no “ adequate” 
defense as possible, in fact, in less than a decade: 
• Against constantly imp rov ing 
intercontinental ballistic missiles. 
• Against atomic missile-firing 
su bmarines. 
• Against boost-glide intercon­ 
tinental bombers. 
• Against nerv e gas and bacteri­ 
ological attacks. 
They therefore p rop ose abandon­ 
ing m ajor p u rely defensiv e p ro­ 
gram s, already p rogrammed for 
25 billion dollars, and ex p ected to 
receiv e another 25 billion in the 
nex t few y ears. 
This 
grou p 
of 
highly -p laced 
Pentagonian* insist that if these 
large su ms were added to u hat 
the U.S. is already p u tting into 
offensiv e weap ons, A m e r i c a 
would be so strong—sa able to 
dev astate Ru ssia—that the Reds 
would nev er dare start a war. 
These men contend that one rea­ 
son for the offensiv e strength of 
the 
Ru ssians 
is 
simp ly 
this— 
they ’v e sp ent far less on defensiv e 
sy stems, far more on offensiv e 
weap ons than has the United States. 
The Ru ssians and American ov er­ 
all military bu dgets are not too far 
ap art. Bu t the Reds are besting 
the U.S. in the nu m erical p rodu ct­ 
ion of key offensiv e weap ons be­ 
cau se of this concentration. 
These m ilitary strategists are 
talking abou t the amou nt of actu al 
hardware p rodu ced—not its qu ality . 
This div ersion of fu nds isn’t in­ 
tended as a method of catching 
u p with the Ru ssians technically in 


get instead of two wou ld make u p 
for the lack of reliability . 
It’s too early in the debate to 
tell how far these offensiv e-minded 
generals and adm irals will get. It’s 
certain, of cou rse, that they won’t 
get all they ’re asking for. Regard­ 
less of military logic, no Congress 
wou ld ev er v ote to leav e U.S. cities 
defenseless.

The influ enza 
or grip p e v iru s p rodu ces aching 
mu scles and bones and a general 
feeling of misery . 
And sometimes a v iciou s p u p 
snap s at mu scles and nerv es and 
acts u p like the v iru s of p olio­ 
my elitis. One of these p u p s was 
giv en the name of Cox sackie, for 
the little town in New York State 
where he was first recognized. 
To add to the general confusion, 
v iru ses other than the resp irator^’ 
breed often cau se inflammations of 
the nose and throat. The measles 
v iru s almost alway s p rodu ces signs 
of the common cold before the rash 
breaks ou t. And a "su m m er cold" 
is often a foreru nner of the mu scle 


weakness and p araly sis of p olio­ 
my elitis. 
Here are some of the p rincip al 
reasons for directing y ou r attention 
to these confu sing situ ations: 
• Don’t p lace too great reliance 
on y ou r ability to identify the p u p 
that’s cau sed inflammation of the 
resp iratory tract. A delay ed wrong 
diagnosis may add to the length 
and sev erity of the infection and 
fav or its sp read to the immediate 
hou sehold and may be y ou r entire 
commu nity . 
• While it’s tru e that most res­ 
p iratory v iru ses are resistant to 
the m iracle dru gs, the p u p that 
cau ses v iru s p neu monia rolls ov er 
and p lay s dead when y ou r doctor 
hits him with alm ost any of the 
new p rodu cts. 
• You and y ou r family m ay be 
p rotected by certain v iru s v accines 
when ep idemics of resp iratory di­ 
sease come y ou r way . One or two 
injections of the right ty p e of in­ 
flu enza v iru s v accine (not the bac­ 
terial v accine) m ay giv e y ou p ar­ 
tial if not comp lete p rotection for 
six months. 
This simp le p recau tion may sav e 
y ou a few weeks of discomfort at 
the v ery least. And if the ep idemic 
is p articu larly sev ere, as it is ev ery 
few7 y ears, these one or two shots 
may sav e y ou r life and the liv es 
of y ou r lov ed ones.

Marceau . "I w-ould like to meet 
Bu ster Keaton and to p ay a v isit 
to my old friend, Stan Lau rel. They 
are great men who lifted p anto­ 
mime to a fine art. I owe a great 
deal to them ." 
Marceau , world famou s a* the 
non-talking, 
w hitefaced 
clown 
whose su p p le body can enact al­ 
most any hu man situ ation, came 
here for Dinah Shore's TV salu te 
to France. A wry -faced man with 
a fright wig hairdo, he p au sed 
to reflect on the sorrows and 
hop es for p antomime. 
"It was a great, great art in the 
silent 
films 
of 
Holly wood," 
he 
said. "I am sorry that it has v ir­ 
tu ally 
disap p eared 
with 
talking 
films. And y et, there is still some 
good p antom im e." 
I 
mentioned 
what 
a 
leading 
American comic had told me re­ 
cently : that p antomime is dead in 
comedy becau se au diences need 
the added p u nch of the sp oken 
word. 
"I do not think that is so," 
Marceau replied. "Audiences still 
like pantomime—lf they can get 
it. 
"The trou ble is that there is no 
training grou nd for p antomimists 
in this cou ntry . It is like the bal­ 
let; if y ou do not hav e schools to 
train y ou ng dancers, y ou will hav e 
no ballet." 
M arceau is doing what he can 
to p romote hi* art. Sev eral months 
a y ear, he op erates a school for 
ty ros in Paris. His last class was 
80 p u p ils, inclu ding many Ameri­ 
cans. He had to tu rn away more 
than dou ble that nu mber.

ARTICLE I 
REGULATING SEWAGE DISPOSAL AND THE ERECTION, CON­ 
STRUCTION, OR R E PA IR OF SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEMS OR 
FACILITIES WITHIN THE LIMITS OF L E E COUNTY, ILLINOIS. 
SEWAGE D EFIN ED . The term “ sew age” as u sed herein is defined 
a s the ex creta fro m m an and a co m binatio n o f the liq u id and water- 
carried W’astes fro m residences, bu siness bu ildings, indu strial establish­ 
m ents and o ther p laces o f hu m an habitatio n. Liq u id w astes shall inclu de 
the discharge fro m all flo o r drains as well as the discharge fro m o ther 
drainage fix tu res. 
SECTTON I. PUBLIC SEW ER TO B E USED. In tho se lo catio ns 
w’here a p u blic sew er is reaso nable av ailable, and w here a new sewage 
dispo sal sy stem is to be installed o r w here an ex isting sewage disp o sal 
sy stem canno t be reco nstru cted o r rep aired to m eet the req u irem ents 
o f this reso lu tio n co nnectio n to the p u blic sew er shall be the so le m etho d 
o f sewage disp o sal au tho rized and p erm itted. 
SECTION 1.2 TOILET FACILITIES REQUIRED. E v ery bu ilding 
w here o ne o r m o re p erso ns are em p lo y ed o r dwell shall be p ro v ided 
with at least o ne to ilet, p riv y o r o ther sewage disp o sal sy stem which 
shall m eet the req u irem ents o f this reso lu tio n. Bu ildings w here bo th 
sex es are emp lo y ed shall be p ro v ided with at least two to ilets, p riv ies 
o r o ther sewage disp o sal sy stem . One su ch to ilet shall be co nsp icu ­ 
o u sly m arked F o r Wo men and the o ther F o r Men. 
SECTION 2. PER M IT REQUIRED. No sep tic tank, p riv y v au lt, 
sink drain o r sewage disp o sal sy stem shall be erected, co nstru cted o r 
rep aired In this co u nty , ex cep t in acco rdance with these regu latio ns, 
and it shall be u nlawfu l to p ro ceed with su ch wo rk u nless a p erm it 
therefo r shall hav e first been o btained fro m the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f 
H ealth, p ro v ided ho wev er, that w here co nnectio n is to be m ade to a 
publio sewer, arrangem ents therefo re, shall be m ade with the m u nici­ 
pality o wning the sewer rather than the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f Health. 
SECTION 2.2 PER M IT NOT REQUIRED. A p erm it fo r co nstru ctio n 
u nder the term s o f this reso lu tio n is no t req u ired fo r a o ne fam ily farm 
residence if the nearest neighbo r is no clo ser than 1 ,0 0 0 feet. 
SECTION 3. APPLICATION FOR PERM IT. Applicatio n fo r su ch 
permits shall be in writing and in su ch fo rm as p rescribed by the Lee 
Co unty Bo ard o f Health. 
SECTION 4. LARGER DISPOSAL SYSTEM. If any sewage disp o sal 
sy stem lo cated within the lim its o f the co u nty serv es o r is to serv e 
mo re than 15 p erso ns and it is p ro p o sed to discharge w astes therefro m 
into any stream o r o ther w aters o f the State, a w ritten p erm it th ere­ 
fo re, shall first t a o btained fro m the Illino is Sanitary W ater Bo ard. 
Sp ringfield, Illino is, acco rding to the p ro v isio ns o f the S anitary W ater 
Bo ard Law, and a co p y filed with the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f H ealth. 
W here it is no t p ro p o sed to discharge su ch w astes into any stream o r 
o ther w aters o f the co u nty , su ch w astes shall be treated and/o r dis­ 
po sed o f in acco rdance with these regu latio ns and a p erm it therefo re, 
shall first be o btained fro m the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f H ealth acco rding 
to the pro v isio ns o f this reso lu tio n.

SECTTON 5 . PRIVIES. Where the water carriag e metho d o f 
sew ­ 
ag e dispo sal canno t be reaso nable installed, priv ies m ay be erected, 
pro v ided that the priv y pit o r v ault shall be co nstructed and 
o p erated 
in a fly -tig ht manner as pro v ided 
in the Circular No . 137 entitled “ The 
Sanitary Pit Priv y ” o f the Department o f Public Health, State o f 
Illi­ 
no is, which is hereby made a part o f this reso lutio n by reference. 
No 
priv y shall be lo cated clo ser than 5 0’ fro m a water supply well, 
sp ring, 
o r cistern. 
SECTION 6 . CONSTRUCTION. The co nstru ctio n, erectio n o r rep air 
o f sep tic tanks and sew ers and the disp o sal o f sep tic tank efflu ents 
shall be go v erned by the req u irem ents set fo rth in C ircu lar No . 8 15 , 
entitled “ Sep tic T anks” , o f the D ep artm ent o f Pu blic Health, State o f 
Illino is, which is hereby m ade a p art o f this reso lu tio n by reference. 
R eq u irem ents fo r any disp o sal sy stem s serv ing less than 15 p erso ns 
shall be determ ined by the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f H ealth, u sing the 
sp ecificatio ns in the circu lar as a basis fo r su ch determ inatio n. The 
ty p e and size o f system to be u sed fo r the disp o sal o f tank efflu ents 
shall be determ ined by the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f H ealth, and shall be 
based largely u p o n the resu lts o f I o r m o re seep age tests p erfo rm ed 
by the indiv idu al p ro p erty o wner.

insp ectio n, if it is fo u nd that the p erm it ho lder has v io lated any p ro ­ 
v isio ns o f this reso lu tio n, the Lee Co u nty Bo ard o f Health o r its au tho r­ 
ized rep resentativ e shall be em p o wered to rev o ke o r su sp end the p er­ 
m it. 
SECTION 4. VIOLATIONS, Any v io latio n o f any p ro v isio n o f this 
reso lu tio n is a m isdem eano r p u nishable by a fine o f no t m o re than 
$200 fo r each o ffense as p ro v ided by law. Each day the v io latio n co n­ 
tinu es shall co nstitu te a sep arate o ffense.

SECTION 6 . DATE OF E FFE C T . These ru les and regu latio ns shall 
be in fu ll fo rce thro u gho u t the Co u nty o f Lee, Illino is, fro m and after 
their p assage and ap p ro v al as p ro v ided by law. 
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C hairm an C u rran req u ested Dr. R o bert Miles, acting head o f the 
Co u nty H ealth D ep artm ent to read and ex p lain in detail, all p arts o f 
the Reso lu tio n. Dr. Miles stated that the Sanitary E ngineer Ben Bo y d 
wo u ld p ro bably be in a better p o sitio n to ex p lain the reso lu tio n, so Mr. 
Bo y d p ro ceeded to read the reso lu tio n p aragrap h by p aragrap h and 
ex p laining sam e as well as answ ering q u estio ns as he went alo ng. 
After so me discu ssio n by m em bers o f the Bo ard and Mr. Bo y d, a 
mo tio n w as m ade by Su p erv iso r Anderso n, seco nded by Su p erv iso r 
Wilso n that the Bo ard co ncu r in the reco m m endatio n o f the co m m ittee 
and ado p t the reso lu tio n as read.

Says Scandal 
Will Bring 
Legislation 


WASHINGTON UtI — Rep. Will- 
lam L. Springer (R-Ili) said today 
th e television q uiz scandals are 
almost certain to result in cor­ 
rective federal legislation. 
“Th e networks are talking about 
regulating th emselves,’’ Springer 
said, “ but I’m not so sure th at’s 
wh at’s going to h appen. It seems 
to me th at until lately th ey ’ve 
been mainly concerned with keep­ 
ing a lid on th is mess.” 
Springer is a member of th e 
House subcommittee probing th e 
operations of once-popular q uiz 
programs now' known to h ave been 
rigged for better dramatic effect. 
Producers “Villains” 
“From 
tile sh owing so far,” 
Springer said 
in an interview, 
“th e real villains seem to h ave 
been th e producers. I th ink we’ll 
h ave to accept th e NBC and CBS 
denials of knowledge th at sh ows 
were fix ed at face value.” 
“Th ese so-called package sh ows 
sold to th e advertiser and th e net­ 
works are going to increase,” h e 
said, “and th ere ough t to be some 
control over th em. Someone h as 
got to be responsible.” 
Springer said one possible solu­ 
tion to th e problem would be to 


give th e Federal Communications 
Commission more power over tele­ 
vision programs. 
Criminal Penalties 
“Anoth er would be to provide 
criminal penalties for any one ac­ 
cepting or offering any money in 
connection with q uiz sh ow opera­ 
tions,” h e said. 
Springer indicated h e believed a 
law setting standards for television 
producers, and criminal penalties 
for violators, migh t be necessary . 
He said h e h ad no immediate 
plans to introduce such legislation, 
but would wait to see wh at propo­ 
sals migh t be made by Ch airman 
Oren Harris (D-Ark) of th e in­ 
vestigating committee.
